“[..ast .summer we marketed 
more ho.xes of Valencia oranges 
than the entire citrus production 
of the state of Texas for their 
1936-1937 estimate, which is their 
largest citrus crop in history. Re¬ 
cent (California estimates indicate 
a forecast for the next summer of 
60 per cent of the forecast before 
the freeze. Since that date, duo 
to tree shock from frost and 
heavy rains, there has been con- 
siflerable fruit drop. In addition 
fruit growth has been retarded 
so that the total Valencia profluc- 
tion from Orange county may be 
roughly estimated at 60 per cent 
of last year. According to Dr. 
R. H. Wellman’s stiulies thi.s de- 
crea.se should result in a price in- 
crea.se of from $1.50 to $2.00 per 
jiacked box or nearly double the 
price? received by the grower last 
year.”

Joseph f'raLl, the Democratic 
mayor of Woon.v>(;ket. R. J.. 
served several term.s as city clerk 
under Republican administrations. 
Running as the Republican candi¬ 
date for general treasure of Rhode 
Island, he wa.s defeated in the 
state elections of 10.'J4. Pratt an¬ 
nounced his candidacy for the Fie- 
publican nomination for licuten- 
i ant governor in the 19.3G cam¬ 
paign but failed to receive it. A 
.short while later he won the 
Democratic nomination for mayor 
and wa.s electeej. 

The defeated candidate wa.s 
Felix A. Toupin. “stormy petrel’’ 
of this state’s Democratic party. 
He served two years as the Dem¬ 
ocratic lieutenant governor of 
Rhode I.slanrl from 192:i to 1925. 
In the .spring of 19.30 Toupin 
moved to Woonsocket from Man- 
ville in time to e.slablish legal 
residence in that city for the mu¬ 
nicipal elections arul w'on the post 
of mayor on a Democratic ticket. 

In lO.'lO, he swung over to the 
Republicans and ran for re-elec¬ 
tion a.s a candiilate for that party. 
This left the Democrats without 
a candidate. They chose Piatt, a 
Republican. 

ITatt knocked over the mayor¬ 
alty election with a 10,.5k4 to 7'no 
vote.
